We 
would  advise  all  those  interested  in  Narcissi  to  plant  heavilv  of 
them  this  year,  bearing  in  mind  that  they  will  be  barred  from 
importation  by  quarantine  after  1925.

Fall  Sowing  Ideal  for  Lawns 

Nothing  adds  more  to  the  external  attractiveness  of  a home 
than  a beautiful  lawn,  and  this  is  by  far  the  best  season  to 
make  a lawn. 

1.  Make  sure  the  ground  is  well  drained;  it  is  impossible  to 
grow  lawn  grasses  on  wet,  sour  soil. 

2.  Plow  or  spade  the  ground  a foot  deep,  at  the  same  time 
working  in  an  abundance  of  organic  matter,  preferably  Wizard 
pulverized  sheep  manure.

4.  Harrow  or  rake  the  ground  thoroughly  and  deep,  so  that 
it  will  be  completely  pulverized.  The  better  the  seed-bed  is  pre- 
pared, the  better  the  grass  will  grow  and  last. 

5.  Sow  B.  W.  Quality  Mixed  Lawn  Grass,  using  75  lbs.  to  the 
acre,  or  1 lb.  to  300  square  feet,  and  lightly  rake  or  harrow  it  in.
